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Co. Buys First 
Block of Alondra 
Park's Bonds

Following first actual purchas 
of "soured" Mattoon Act bone 
encumbering Alondra Park lal 
last ^eek by the county boarc 
of supervisors, property owner 
lii that extensive area which In 
eludes a portion of Torranc 
breathed easier this week. The 
will inhale and exhale still bet 
ter when the county board ap 
proprlatea approximately $165, 
000 more for purchase of th 
district's bonds and cleans up th 
remaining Mattoon Act assess 
ments against their property. 

On motion of Supervisor Osca 
Hauge the county board voted to 
buy $134,500 worth of the bond 
at par and accrued Interest 
which represents an expenditure 
of about $149,000. The supervls 
ors also stipulated that paymen 
of two cents on every dolla 
would be withheld from the bond 
houses who are collecting the 
securities until such time as al 
the bonds are ready to be turnec 
in. 

Filing of the special assess 
ments map for refunding of the 
district must be made by June 
30 if the final two cents per dol 
lar payment Is to be made. I 
Is noyv up to the county's specla 
Assessment Relief committee to 
complete details of the refunding 
and send out consent cards for 
property owners' signatures. This 
should take about two weeks. 

Direct Lien Charge 
Plans are already being made 

by the Alondra Park Property 
Owners' committee for an Inten 
sive campaign to insure the 
prompt signing of the cards b; 
land owners and their immediate 
return to the Special Assessment 
Relief committee. It is necessary 
that more than 51 percent of the 
land by arqa must be represent 
ed by consent cards before the 
final refunding Is completed. 

When the new bonds are Is­ 
sued they will be of the dlrcc 
Hen type under the 1935 Improve­ 
ment act and each property own­ 
er "will know the exact indebted­ 
ness against his property am 
may either pay it off at once or 
have lien placed against his prop­ 
erty. 

As it stands now under the 
Mattoon act bonds, owners o! 
the 19,500 pieces of land in the 
Alondra Park district are each 
Individually liable for the entire 
$650,000 debt up to the entire 
value of their properties.

Tracks Removal 
Charge Stands 
McCall States

Torrance must foot the bill 
for removal of thr P. E. rail 
tracks and wiring from Cabrillo 
ave. City Attorney John E. Mc- 
Cali said late last week. The* city 
council recently asked McCall to 
contact the railway's officials 
after it was learned here thai 
the P. E. was taking up tracks 
in Redondo Beach at Its own ex­ 
pense. 

To the Toirance attorney, P. E 
officials pointed out that in Re­ 
dondo Beach they are remoylng. 
their rails from a right-of-way 
the railway does not own. In 
Torrance, however, the right-of- 
way belongs UCthe P. E., and, fol­ 
lowing a non-cdntested condem­ 
nation suit, the property Is 
scheduled to be sold to the city 
for $8,055. The city must pay 
$2,250 in addition for removal of 
the tracks and wiring. 

McCall said everything Is 
ready for the March 5 friendly 
condemnation suit in a Los An­ 
geles Superior court at which the 
 city is slated to obtain the Cab­ 
rillo ave. center strip. Following 
acquisition of this property, the 
city Is expected 'to begin im­ 
provement of Cabrillo ave. to 
make it the "main artery" thru 
the city that it deserves to be.

ilrport district in Los Angeles 
is under consideration today, 

een civic leaders of Torrance, 
acb, Palos Verdes, Lomita and 
with Supervisor Oscar Hauge. 
1 Next step will be to confer 
with local officials of the Civil 
Aeronautics Authority at Santa 
Monica to obtain their approval 
before proceeding to circulate 
petitions calling for the creaflbn 
of the district. 

Procedure for forming airport 
districts Is almost Identical to 
that for forming a harbor dis­ 
trict, both being made possible 
by recent legislation. The petl-' 
tlons must contain at least 10 ' 
per cent of the signatures of 
the voters at the last guber­ 
natorial election, the leaders 
were told by County Couqsel 
J. H. O'Connor. 

Estimate Cost at $300,000 
The petitions then are pre-   

sented tp the supervisors, who 
set a public hearing, determine 
the boundaries of the proposed 
district and set a date for the 
election. 

The 800-acre location proposed 
for the airport Is owned by Ben­ 
jamin Weston of Beverly Hills. 
It is situated off Highway 101 
near Hawthorne boulevard. The 
airport could be acquired, de­ 
veloped and the hangers erected 
for $300,000, it was.estimated by 
Earl Lloyd, engineer of the plan­ 
ning commission, at the confer­ 
ence. Substantial federal aid can 
be obtained, it is believed. 

Urgent need exists for more 
large airport facilities, due to 
military activity around Long 
Beach airport, military and im-   
pending commercial activity at 
LOR Angeles municipal airport, 
the taking over of United Air­ 
port by Lockheed and increased 
manufacturing, the civic leaders 
believe. 

Plant Favors Site 
Report 'that two aircraft 

companies are looking for plant 
sites prompted the group to 
confer with the supervisor, In 
the hope that they might obtain 
at least one of them If they pro­ 
vided an airport.
